BY-LAW 

For  raising  a Municipal  Revenue  in  the  Municipality  of 
Delta,  for  the  year  ISSf 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  to  make  provision  for 
the  collection  of  a Municipal  Revenue  in  the 
Municipality  of  Delta,  for  the  year  1884. 

And  whereas  under  the  provisions  of  the  “Loan  By- 
Law,  1880,”  an  equal  rate  of  two-thirds  (§)  of  one  per- 
cent. shall  be  levied  and  collected  on  all  the  real  estate 
situated  within  the  limits  of  the  Delta  Municipality. 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  to  levy  a further  rate 
for  general  Municipal  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Cor- 
poration of  Delta,  as  follows : — 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law,  the 
general  Municipal  Revenue  of  the  Corporation  of  Delta 
shall  be  levied,  raised,  and  collected  for  the  use  of  the 
Corporation  from  such  sources  as  are  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. 

2 There  shall  be  raised,  levied,  and  collected  in 
each  year,  upon  all  real  estate  mentioned  in  the  As- 
sessment Roll  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the  Muni- 
cipality, an  equal  rate  of  one-tliird  (J)  of  one  per  cent, 
on  the  assessed  value  thereof  as  appears  by  the  said 
roll. 

3.  The  annual  tax  of  two-thirds  (§)  of  one  per  cent, 
authorized  to  bo  assessed,  levied,  and  collected  under 
the  provisions  of  the  “Loan  By-Law,  1880,”  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  addition  to  all 
other  rates  imposed  by  this  By-Law,  and  shall  form 
part  of  the  general  Municipal  Revenue  aforesaid. 

4.  The  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable  by 
the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same  to  the  Collec- 
tor, at  his  office,  on  the  20th  June,  1884. 

5.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  By-Law,  “The 
Delta  Municipal  Revenue  By-Law,  1883,”  is  hereby 
repealed : provided  always  that  such  repeal  shall  not 


affect  the  right  of  the  Corporation  to  recover  any  or  all 
delinquent  taxes  due  under  the  provisions  of  said  By- 
Law. 

6.  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  a retail 
liquor  merchant  shall  pay  a licence  of  $30  for  every  six 
months. 

7.  Every  person  selling  opium,  except  Chemists  and 
Druggists  using  the  same  in  preparation  of  prescrip- 
tions of  medical  practitioners,  shall  pay  a licence  of 
$250  for  every  six  months. 

S.  Any  Auctioneer  (not  being  a Government  or  Mu- 
nicipal officer  selling  by  auction  Government  property, 
or  Sheriff,  or  Sheriff’s  officer,  or  Bailiff  selling  lands, 
goods,  or  chattels  taken  in  execution  or  for  the  satisfac- 
tion of  rent  or  taxes),  in  addition  to  any  other  licence, 
shall  pay  a licence  of  $10  for  every  six  months. 

9.  Every  rperson  who  smokes  opium  shall  pay  a 
licence  of  $5  for  every  six  months. 

10.  Every  person  carrying  on  the  business  of  retail 
merchants  shall  pay  a licence  of  $5  for  every  six 
months  for  each  place  of  business. 

1 1 . Every  commercial  traveller  following  his  calling 
shall  pay  a licence  of  $5  for  every  six  months. 

12.  Every  pedlar  or  hawker  trading  within  the 
limits  of  the  Municipality  shall  pay  a tax  of  $20  for 
every  six  months. 

13.  All  licences  shall  expire  on  the  30th  day  of  June 
and  31st  day  of  December  in  each  year. 

14.  No  person  shall  practice  or  carry  on  any  business 
or  trade  within  the  Municipality  without  having  taken 
out  and  granted  to  him  a licence  in  that  behalf,  under 
a penalty  not  exceeding  $250  for  every  such  violation 
of  this  By-Law,  together  with  the  amount  which  he 
should  have  paid  for  such  licence,  which  said  amount 
and  penalty  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  recovery  under 
this  By-Law,  be  held  as  one  penalty. 

15.  Any  penalty  imposed  by  Section  14  of  this  By- 
Law,  for  any  violation  thereof,  may  be  recovered  by 
way  of  summary  proceeding  before  any  Justice  of  the 
Peace  having  jurisdiction  in  this  Municipality;  and
